Only a minor amount of damage cou!d 
possibly now occur from rust as the 
grain is practicaliy all developed be- 
yond chance of harm. Haying is pro- 
ceeding rapidly revealing heavy crops, 
and green pastures are excellent and 
livestock are enjoying the benefits. 

Cutting of wheat on a general scale 
will not start in Manitoba before next 
week, The crop is holding good and 
grain filling well, No further signs 
of rust and danger from this source 
is about over for the season, A num- 
ber of farmers have purchased com- 
bines for this season's crop and a large

NORTH BAY, Ont.—Albert 
dere, sole survivor of the tragedy 
which took five lives on Lake Lavigne, 
related how Rev, Father J B, Dubuc, 
Parish pries; of Lavigne, blinded by 
fire, his clothes ablaze, stcod on iis 
urning gasoline launch, and, crucifix 
in hand, cast his eyes heavenward and 
granted absolution to five others of 
his faith, before plunging with them 
into the water, 

The five who were drowned were 
Father Dubuc and his sister, Miss 
Leonie Sylvestre of Sturgeon Falls, 
@nt., and Mrs, Albert Lafreniere and 
her two children, Mare aged one 
month and Claude aged three years. 

“There is nothing else to do, We 
must jump inio the water,” gasped 
Father Dubuc as the flames devoured 
the small. craft, and when the 
party jumped, Mrs. Lafreniere was 
eclasping her baby to her breast, Al 
bert Lafreniere clutched the other 
shild in his arms and commenced to

Father Dubuc, a powerful swimmer, 
who went to the aid of the two strug: 


gling women, 

Three hundred yards away Albert 
Lafreniere could see illuminated by 
the glare of the burning boat a small 
isJand, and still clutching his son he 
swam frantically for jt, When within 
100 feet of the island his son slipped 
from his weakened arms and joined 
his mother and brother in death, 
Lafreniere managed to struggle ashore 
where in a few minutes he had re- 
eovered his strength sufficiently to cry 
for help A mile away from the 
scene of the accident is the parish of 
Lavigne, where his cries were heard, 
aud a party immediately set out in a 
boat for the island.

The Alberta Wheat Pool has issued 
the following statement with refer 
enee to rumors concerning the Organi- 
zation which have been circulating in 
many newspapers for the past few 
weeks: 

“Statements emanating from var 
ious the effect that the 
Wheat Pool has an enormous carry- 
over from the 1927 crop, and is in a 
“blue funk’ because of the large 
volume of new crop to be delivered 
within the next few months are ridi- 
tulously inaccurate, Neither is the 
Wheat Pool thinking of running to 
cover under the protecting wing of 
iny Government, 

The estimates of the Wheat Poo! 
carry over have been placed in cer- 
tain newspapers as that of anything 
up to 70,000,000 bushels, As a matter 
of fact the Wheat Pool carry-over 
this year will not be any larger than 
that of last year, and possibly iess. 

It is true that the Canadian wheat 
trop will be large this year, but such 
ridiculous estimates as that of 700,000,. 
000 bushels which was recently wired 
from Winnipeg to Chicago are entirely 
uncalled for and do a great deal of 
damage. As a matter of fact the crop 
may not exceed that of last year and 
outrageous estimates only tend to 
lower prices, 

The Poo] handled last year’s crop 
in spite of the damaged condition of a 
large percentage of it, in a capable 
and efficient manner There are no 
grounds for the belief that it will not 
handie the forthcoming crop in an 
even more efficient way, 
bers can rest assured that their or 
ganization js functioning smoothly, and 
that they will get the very best aver- 
age price obtainable for their wheat.

Sugar beets are a favorite food and 
feveral larvae may be found on the 
leaves of one plant, The leaves are 
destroyed and the sugar yield de- 
creased materially, 

In the garden practically all the 
riants are attacked, including many 
flowers, 

Several weeds are also fed on; 
Lambs quarters, pigweed, mustard, 
sunflowers and Russian thistle being 
the more common ones attacked. 
Where these weeds are cofimon they 
furnish food for the larva2 and having 
destroyed them the laryie turn their 
gaitention to viher plants, 

Methods of Control 

Where the larvae are on the plants 
end feeding openly treat the plants 
with poison dust and apply it as soon 
as the worms are noticed. One appli- 
tation is usually enough. ‘This is the 
best method to use under outbreak 
conditions, 

Use for poison one pound of arsen- 
ate of lime or Paris Green or two 
pounds of arsenate of lead. Mix this 
with eight pounds of hydrated lime or 
slaked lime dust, cheap flour or mad 
dust. This materially acts to dilute 
the poison to make it spread and it 
makes no difference which is used as 
long as it is fine, 

This material may, be applied to 
the plants by means of a dusting 
machine or a “horse and pole” dust- 
ing outfit. 

In the latter case some 15 to 20 
pounds of the poisoned dusting mix- 
ture is placed in each of two bags of 
ctout but loosely woven material 
which will allow a light cloud of dust 
to shake out when the bag is jolted. 
(Ordinary burlap or jute sacks of 
1ather loose weave are very suitable 
for this purpose), <A bag ix fastencd 
tear each end of a stout but springy 
pole about six feet in length. (A 
piece of oneinch by two-inch material 
has been found to give both the need- 
ed springiness and the required 
strength). The pole is carried on 
horseback crosswise of the saddle so 
that as the horse is ridden at a walk 
through the field each step jolts the 
bags, constantly sending out a light 
cloud of dust which settles om the 
plents. 

By this method a strip of about ten 
feet wide is dusted, successive trips 
a#re made up and down the field allow. 
ing each time a slight overlap of the 
dusted strips. The dusting should not 
be done when a wind is blowing, but a 
slight breeze does not interfere with 
the work; the early morning and late 
evening are usually the best times 
for dusting To reduce to u minimum 
the damage from this pest, the dusting 
should be done as early in the out- 
break as possible, With large fieids 
and heavy outbreaks, two or more 
dusting outfits can be used together, 
covering the groud very rapidly, 

The dust is used at the rate of two 
pounds of the poison or eighteen 
pounds of the mixture to each acre, 
The cost is thus very small, Repeat- 
ed tests under sYmilar conditions have 
shown ¢hat there is no danger to stock 
when foliage dusted at this rate is 
later used for hay. 

Dusting af an excessive rate may 
be a source of danger and is wasteful 
ef material. 

In dusting it is well to have the 
nostrils of both the horse and rider 
covered with a damp cloth. A cloth 
may easily be adjusted around the 
borses nose by utilizing one of the 
frames such as are used against the 
nose fly, 

Machines, such as the “hand gun” 
and the “saddle gun” (also operated 
by hand but from horseback) may be 
secured for applying the dust instead 
of the method described above. 

Poisonous Bait 

When the caterpillars are march- 
ing in armies between fields, there is 
evidence that poisoned baits may be 
used to good advantage It is best to 
plow a deep furrow across their path 
and along the bottom of this the bait 
is soattered. The armyworms have 
been observed to feed readily on pois. 
ened bran bait such as that used 
against grasshoppers and cutworms. 
This is prepared by thoroughly mix- 
ing one pound of Paris Green or Ar- 
senate of Lime or two pounds of Ar- 
senate of Lead with fifty pounds of 
bran and then adding water until the 
bait is moist and crimbly, but not 
sloppy; a little molasses added to the 
water before mixing with the bran is 
probably eneficia). 

A bait of freshly pulled iambs quar- 
ters or pigweed wet with water and 
then dysted with the poisons men- 


spread in the morning as the cater- 
pillars move very largely auring the 
day time, 

Caution 

Bags and heaps of poisoned bait 
should be kept out of the reach of 
stock and children, and empty bags 
used for bait should be burned when 
no longer in use. ARSENIC IS AL- 
WAYS POISONOUS, and doesn’t lose 
its strength by standing. 

If there is any doubt as to the 
identity of any insect attacking your 
crop or garden peas mail a sample of 
the insect and a part of the damaged 
plant to “Entomological Laboratory, 
Post office Building, Lethbridge, Al 
berta, 

Place the insects and vegetation in 
a tight tin can. You will be advised 
promptly on receipt as to the insect 
in question and the best known means 
of controlling it, 

As in the case of most pests, pre- 
tention is better than cure, This is 
true of the Bertha Armyworm, Dam. 
age to fields next year may be greatly 
reduced if the following measures are 
followed: 

Destroy all lambs quarters, pigweed, 
Russian thistle and mustard plants, 
particularly early in the season io 
prevent the moths laying eggs on them 
When the alfalfa or clover field is cut 
for hay, cut the ditch banks as well 
and keep down volunteer growth as 
much as possible, 

After the feeding of the cutworm 
is over for this year, about the 15th 
of September, on the average, they 
will go into the soil to pupate and 
will remain there until late in June 
next year, <A thorough cultivation 
of alfalfa and clover fields by means 
of a duckfoot cultivator or disc will 
destroy many of the pupae and this is 
also a good agricultural practice par- 
ticularly in the case of seed fields as 
many of the other insects are also 
reduced in number by this means.

of Toronto, is well advanced in years. 

A short time ago, he secured the 
appointment of a coadjutor in order 
that he might be relieved of some of 
his duties as Archbishop of Nova 
Scotia, and that he would now con- 
sent to take on the responsibilities of 
heading the Church ts considered 
highly improbable. 

Archbishop de Pencier, Metropoli- 
tan of British Columbia, is next in ling 
but because of the desirability of hav- 
ing the Primate situated closer to 
the centre of Church life in Toronto, 
it is expected that the House of Bish- 
ops will choose Archbishop Williams. 
The latter has indicated on previous! 
occasions that he believes that the 
importance of the Primacy would jus- 
tify severing the office from the ad- 
ministrative care of the diocesan 
Bishop; and his appointment may re- 
vive and crystalize an agitation which 
occurred five or six years ago, when 
the proposal was made that Archbish- 
op Matheson should be located, as 
Primate, in Toronto or Ottawa.

The 
reasons are: 

1. Most of the leaves and finer 
stems are saved and these help te 
make a first class hay, 

2. Second crop is assured because 
the binder cuts higher than the mow- 
er and saves the lower buds. 

3. Bundles are more easily handled 


t| during haying time. Bundles are easy 


to remove from the stack. 
Small Bundles Best 

Cut early, make the bundles fairly 
small and loose, This permits of good 
sir circulation. Do not use the bundle 
carrier, but let each bundle fall where 
it is thrown out. Do not stook, as 
each bindle is held up by the stiff 
sweet clover stubble, and will dry out 
very satisfactorily in three or four 
days. The weather being favorable, 
this gives plenty of time for drying. 

Stack in long, narrow stacks, ang 
spread a few handfuls of salt over 
each layer of bundles, Next winter 
you will have the finest, sweet clover 
hay a cow could ask for. 

Remember to cut early with a 
binder 

Do not stack, 

Do not let the bundes dry out tom 
much, 

Then add a few handfuls of salt 
when stacking, 

Scores of dairymen handle sweet 
clover this way and have found it the 
best method.—Youngstown Plaindealer

WORLD'S LARGEST 
AIRSHIP ALMOST 
COMPLETED NOW 
—_—o— 

LONDON—The world’s largest air- 
ship, the Burney Rolls-Royce R100, 
is now almost completed at Howden 
Yorks, 

Men and women workers are busily 
engaged jn fastening on the remaining 
sections of the outer envelope. 

It is expected that the giant craft— 
the boldest experiment in airship con- 
struction ever made— will take the 
air in three months’ time. 

The first public inspection of R100 
was made recently, when a large 
party of Members of Parliament, Do- 
minion High Commissioners and air 
experts saw the wonders of Britain's 
latest air giant, 

The airship is over 700 ft. from bow 
to stern, and weighs 156 tons It 18 
driven by six Rolls-Royce engines, de- 
veloping 4,200 horse-power, and can 
tly to India from Hngland in four 
days, Canada in three days and Aus- 
tralia within eight days, 

The six engines are housed in three 
power eggs, slung from the after por- 
tion of the airship, so far from the the 
passenger quarters that their roar {s 
reduced by distance to a subdued mur. 
mur, In these power eggs, the engines 
and dynamos which supply the airship 
with light and heat are also instaffea.
